We lost another friend and fellow DXer on February 13th. Art was 79 years old. He was an ac- 
tive DXpeditioner who travelled frequently with Dick Norton, N6AA to many exotic locales. He 
operated from 26 zones. 


First licensed in 1956, Goddard graduated in electrical engineering from Worcester Polytech- 
nic Institute and Montana State University. Art worked for Collins Radio and later for Boeing, 
from which he retired as an executive. 


Here is a tribute written by Gordon West, WB6NOA: 
“Art was everywhere for us, out here on the West Coast. Club meetings, antenna parties, Field 
day operating a station, DX events for brand new hams, our ham class operating sessions - Art 


would just pop up where the hams were! 


He was a respected and powerful voice for all the ARRL stands for in good operating conduct 
on the air. 


Art offered solid advice and tactics on Antenna ordinances, not just bucking these ordinances, 
but working with hams and homeowner groups to better understand all that local hams can do 
in an emergency. 


Art counseled me personally when working with our local police helicopter program, putting 
ATV on the air during emergency preparedness, with the pilot a ham operator for sure. 


"You're teetering on a slippery slope..." he mused, concerned that there is a sharp division be- 
tween hams and our served agency points of communications. He was pleased to see all we could do from the helicopter ATV 
program during one emergency out here on the West Coast. 


Art also took great pride in our community, working tirelessly with our City Historical Society. At most any City outreach pro- 
gram to protect our open spaces, Art was there to represent HAM RADIO operators. 


Art will be remembered...and missed...by all. Thank you, Art, for your leadership and dedication to all that HAM RADIO and 
DXing is.”
